Will Refuse to Sign Unless the 
Terms Are Acceptable, News- 


papers Say 


DON’T LIKE DICTATION 


Are Still Talking of Peace by 
Negotiation with Entente 
Allies 


BERLIN, April 26---(nstnuations 
that Germany will refuse to sign the 
peace treaty, unless the terms are ac- 
ceptable to her, continue to be made 
in the German newspapers, 

“We must make up our minds even 
for the extreme step,” says the 
Tageblatt. “If the entente sends us 
conditions which are in contradiction 
to the principles we accepted and the 
entente approved, counter proposals 
must be made which can be recon- 
ciled with President Wilson's four- 
teen points. If the entente refuses to 
negotiate these counter proposals and 
demands that we simply submit, there 
will be nothing for us to do but de- 
clare that we will not sign.” 

The Vorwaerts, the socialist organ, 


says it is unthinkable that‘an jnter- 
national conflict can be satisfa@orily 
concluded without negotiations, but 


simply by dictation from one side, 
The Lokal Anzeiger, referring to 
the Invitation to the Germans to 
come to Versailles, says it does not 
exclude negotiations, 
The Taglische Rundschau insiste 
that peace is only possible by negot- 
jation and urges the nation to be 
firm, in which case it says, “Peace 
negotiations in such an unfriendly 
way may yet lead to a tolerable end.” 
The Germania also talks of the pos- 
sibility of the Germa refusing to 
sign, while the Deut Tages Zei- 
tung and the Kreuz Zeitung declare 
it will be impossible to sign a treaty 
which goes bevond President Wilson's 
fourteen pointa,

Hawker and Raynham Spond 
Day in Newfoundland Pre- 
paring to Take Air—Local 
Conditions Favorable But 


Storms Reported Coming

St. John, Nffd., April 20.—Although 
local weather conditions were favor- 
able, two storms were reported to- 
‘day working westward from Mid At- 


lantic, and for this reavon, neither 
Harry Hawker, Australian airman, 
nor Capt. F. P, Raynham, British 
aviator, “hopped off’ today as they 
‘expected, in competion for the . $60 - 
000 prize offered by the London Dally 
Mail for the first successful trans- 
oceanic flight. 

Both Hawker and Raynham apent 

the day preparing to take the air. 
Hawker devoted himself to testing 
wind conditions by setting free pilot- 
balloons from hig airdrome on Mount 
Pearl Plateau and studying their 
course as the off-shore winds carried 
them out to sea. Raynham put in 
the hours in his hangar at Qudividl 
working un his plane. Raynham’s 
Martinsyde later was taken out for 
inspection of the motor, supplementary 
water tanks and radiators. Satisfac- 
tory results were reported at the end 
of the tests, especially that on the 
yom which yesterday was repair- 
ed. 
Hawker seemed in a jovial mood 
all day although he eaid conditions 
at sea were the worst since he came 
here nearly a month ago. 

Drift ice loomed upon the horizon 
this morning and a great iceberg was 
reported swinging close in shore off 
Cuckhold Cove. 

There is no indication tonight that 
conditions will prove favorable for 
making a start on Monday.

Major Wood Will Make 
Another Attempt as Soon 
as Airplane Is Ready — If 
Others Cross First, Will 
Try for Speed Record from 
Continent to Continent

Holyhead, April 20, — (A.P.) 
Major J. C. P. Wood, and his navigat- 
or, Captain Wylie, who came to grief 
in their filght from Eastchurch to 
Ireland on the first leg of their trans- 
Atlantic flight, will repeat their at- 
tempt as soon as thefr machine is 
repaired or another machine {ts put 
in condition for the long journey. If 
by the time they are ready, other 
aviators have flown over the Atlantic 
they will try their best for record time. 

Major Wood and manager Kemp, 
of the C. A. Short Co., both atirtbute 
the surplus flow of petrol, which 
brought about their descent, to @ de- 
fective carburetor, They say the en- 
gine was perfect. The aeroplane will 
be sent by rail to Rochester, and re- 
pairs are expected to occupy about a 
fortnight. 

Neither the pilot of the Shamrock 
nor the navigator is the worse for 
the adventure, and neither man is 
disheartened. Discribing the accident, 
Major Wood said “Until we reached 
Holyhead the engine had been runn- 
ing smoothly, I took control, and, 
starting across the channel. we climb- 
ed to 3,000 feet. We were twenty 
miles out when the engine stopped 
suddenly, as through throttled down. 
But I found the throttle open, and, 
as the engine refused to re-start, turn- 


ed for shore and settled in the sea 
salf a mile from the shore. The 
machine tipped its nose, and for a 


moment I was submerged. I was 
thrown out of my seat but Wylie did 
not go under, as he was in the back 
seat.

| Premier Stewart Delivers Inspir- 
ing Address to Varsity Stu- 
dents Sunday Morning 


| Pointing to Germany where the 
| Christian religion has been forgotten 
and is’frowned upon fn the highest 
circles, Premier Stewart, in the Uni- 
[verese sermon Sunday morning warn-

| forgot Christ and the oppressed people 
in a fight for existence aleo forgo! 
Him, 

The Premier described some of

enjoying themselves as if there wae 
jno such thing as war in progress. 
| However he found that these people

was also surprised at the facility with 
which a man might talk treason at 
Hyde Park without any hirdrance. 


i There was also a great laxity in thelr 
literature much of which was shallow 
and some vicious. He concluded by

‘and home forees. Today there ia a 
difficulty in the reconstruction period 
\to get back to fundamentals. 


“It is a splendid thing to be a 
Canadian, because of the record of 
the Canadians in the war.

ARMENIANS 
LEFT AT MERC! 
OF THE TURKS 


Delegation May Ask Peace Con- 
ference for Power to Raise 
Army for Defence 


Paris, April 19—Fear of further 
Turkish aggression has caused the 
Armenian delegation now in Paris to 
consider making an appeal for assist- 
jance in organizing an Armenian 
jarmy for the occupation of Armenia 
by allied troops has brought from the 
peace conference, according to Avetis 
Ahrounian, president of the Armenian 
delegation, only promises of consider.

A report just received by him from 
the Armenian minister declares that 
the Turkish menace 1s increasing 
daily and that unless radical mea- 
sures are taken there can be no other 
result than domination of the country 
by the Turks.

Death Made the Penalty for 
Throwing Vitriol—Terrorists 
Sentenced to 15 Years 


Catro, April 18—Threats were made 
Tecently by terrorists to throw vitriol 
on all strike-breeakers as they were 
leaving their work and the official 
communication today dealing with the 
few disorders reports vitriol thrown, 
one man being totally blinded. 

In consequence of the vitriol-throw- 
ing incidents, an order has been issu- 
ed that persons who throw corrosive 
susbstances or cause them to be 
thrown, are liable to the death pen- 
alty. The order also provides that 
persons posssessing corrosives without 
legitimate reason are Wiable to 15 
years’ imprisonment, and that those 
who sell such substances are guilty of 
a criminal act. 

The sentences of persons convicted 
of rioting during the last few days 
ranged from three to fifteen years’ 
penal servitude. Forty arrests have 
been made at Kennah, on the Nile,

Doukhobors and Hutterites 


The newspapers report that 
under pressure from the Great 
War Veterans the Doukhobors of 
Grand Forks, B.C., are preparing 
to sell out, in order to make room 
for returned soldiers. The Douk- 
hobors are pacifists and refuse the 
duties of citizenship—therefore 
their removal is demanded. While 
this is going on in British Colum- 
bia the Hutterites are coming into 
Manitoba. The Hutterites are also 
pacifists and refuse the duties of 
citizenship. They were specially 
induced to come into Alberta 
by the Dominion government last 
year, as they are being brought 
into Manitoba this year as a part 
of Hon. Jas. A. Calder’s vigorous 
immigration policy. There is no 
doubt that as taking the room and 
place of citizens, the Doukhobors 
are objectionable. On like grounds 
so are the Hutterites. If it is right 
and proper to put the Doukhobor 
out after he is in, it must be more 
right and proper not to let the 
Hutterite in. 


Germany Still At War 


The capture. of Libau by Ger- 
man troops from the Letts, who 
were fighting the Bolsheviks, 
throws a startling side light on 
the warnings of Foch as to the 
pressing possibility of danger 
from Germany. Also as to the 
dilatory proceedings of the peace 
conference compared with the 
rapidity of demobilization of the 
British and United States armies, 
Libau is the Baltic seaport of the 
Russian province of Courland, a 
part of ancient Lithuania. It is 
many miles east of the most east- 
erly limit of East Prussia. There 
was a considerable population of 
German land owners, business men 
and officials of the Russian gov- 
ernment, but the vast majority of 
the population was Lettish. With 
the break-up of Russia the Letts 
attempted to re-establish Lithua- 
nia, and set up a government at 
Libau. The Bolshevists attacked 
and the Letts resisted successfully. 
Now the Germany that was sup- 
posed to be defeated and disor- 
ganized by civil war has done what 
the Bolshevists could not, German 
troops have attacked and captured 
Libau, proving that Germany is 
still capable of and determined on 
military aggression, if indeed it 
does not prove a working alliance 
with the Bolshevists of Russia.. It 
looks as though the peace confer- 
ence, by its delay and dissensions, 
had invited a war and that the in- 
vitation has been accepted.

Through the Mail he says that the 
Premier’s speech was melodrama- 
tic insinuation mingled with buf- 
foonery. No doubt the verbatim 
report will be spicy reading. The 
ordinary citizen does not lose sleep 
over the dispute, being reminded 
of the old proverb that ‘‘Where 
thieves fall out honest men get 
their due.’’ ; 

The cause of the trouble is not 
far to seek. Northcliffe through his 
press, assisted by Beaverbrook in 
the work of negotiation, made 
Lloyd George premier, and carried 
the recent general elections for 
him. But the by-elections have 
gone unanimously against the new 
government, each succeeding one 
being worse than. the one before. 
Obviously Lloyd George is only a 
winner when the treacherous ma- 
chinations of Beaverbrook and the 
press control of Northcliffe carry 
him, Events have so shaped at the 
Peace Conference that the dignity 
of the British people has been out- 
raged and their faith betrayed, 
The by-elections show that the 
feeling against the Lloyd George 
government is becoming a land 
slide. Northcliffe can’t afford to 
carry a loser, and does not intend 
to. So after the Hull defeat the 
Northcliffe press proceeds to ditch 
the premier and scuttle for cover 
against the rising tide of popular 
indignation. The Premier rushes 
over from France and attempts to 
repeat his success of a year ago 
when the wa? was at its worst and 
he had the Northcliffe press be- 
hind him in squelching General 
Maurice.

A Reasonable Request.

DUTY ON WOOLLENS, 


Regina Leader. 

Canada imported woollen goods last 
year to a value of $24,004,198 upon 
which the people of Canada were cal- 
led upon to pay $6,577,072 in customs 
duties, or an average of 27 1-2 per 
cent. Inasmuch as there are far more 
farmers, workers and children tn Can- 
ada than there are manufacturers 
and capitalists, the poorer people 
paid by far the greater portion of 
these gix and a half million dollars, as 
well as the extra profits imposed be- 
cause of these tariff taxes. 

Included in these woollen imports 
of $24,004,193, there was woollen and 
worsted yarn imported by manufac- 
turers valued at $2,710,693. Did these 
manufacturers pay the full average 
rate of duty thereon? Oh, no. They 
only paid 14 1-2 per cent, and when 
they re-exported the yarn in @ more 
fully manufactured state they got the 
duty rebated to them, 


WEST LEYTON. 


London Times. March 21, 

All sorts of explanations of the 
West Leyton election are being put 
forward in what are called ministerial 
circles. The reason for the conversion 
of a coalition majority of between 
6,000 and 6,000 at the General Elec- 
tion into a minority of over 2,000 
now is that the electors had strong 
views and preferred the Liberal to the 
Coalition candidate. 

For the, most part it ie a lower 
middle class constituency, composed 
of shopkeepers, the more prosperous 
artisans, and clerks.

SLEEPING SICKNESS 
Epidemic stupor, or “encphalitis 


lethargia,” as the malady is techni- 
cally described, {s caused by an tn- 
fection of certain of the brain cen- 
tres by a mysterious virus or germ 
which has up to the present eluded 
bacterfologists, 

Thus far no treatment has pnoved 
to be efficacious. The patient grows 
more dazed and stupid every day un- 
til unable to make any voluntary 
movement, The face becomes pale 
and mask like, and double facial 
paralysis sets in. 

American observers lay great strees 
upon the fact that at least 60 per 
cent. of the cases show a past in- 
fluenza history. Dr. Charles L. Dana, 
the eminent neurologist, believes that 
{t is probably an aftermath of the 
influenza epidemic, and that ft will 
not work much havoc or last very 
long. “We had an epidemic of the 
infection after the grippe epidemic 
of 1889-91," says Dr, Dana, “it was 
called grippal catalepsy. It didn’t do 
much harm and its re-appearance 
won't be serious either,” 

Health Commissioner Royal 8, 
Copeland is one of those who dis- 
agree with Dr. Dana. He is posi- 
tive that in encphalitis lethargla we 
have a distinct disease. While he
